Record 2-Year 
W.Va. Budget 
$194£ Million 


66% Of Proposed 
General Revenue 
Fund Set For Schools 


CHARLESTON IID — Appropria­ 
tions calling for spending 194Vfc 
million dollars from revenues in 
the two years beginning next July 
I were recommended in a record 
budget bill placed before the Le­ 
gislature today. 
Sixty-six per cent of recpmmend- 
ed general 
revenue fund appro­ 
priations totaling nearly 175^ mil­ 
lion for the two years is earmark­ 
ed for education. Health and wel­ 
fare services would get the next 
largest chunk—22.2 per cent. 
The more than 97 million asked 
from all funds for each year of the 
1953-55 biennium tops 
appropria­ 
tions for the current fiscal year by 
5Vt million. 
However, about three million of 
the lOtfc million increase for the 
two years is a bookkeeping mat­ 
ter which does not reflect more 
spending. This is accounted for by 
specific appropriation for the first 
time of license and other fees col­ 
lected by the Conservation Com­ 
mission. Such moneys have been 
available for certain purposes in 
the past without appropriation. 
Over and above the 194^ mil­ 
lion requested from revenues, the 
budget bill proposes appropriations 
of 14V4 million from the surplus of 
approximately that amount which 
is expected to be on hand at the 
end of the current fiscal year. 
The biggest single amount from 
surplus, $2,925,000, would go into 
'repairs and improvements at state 
mental hospitals. The amount in­ 
cludes $1,975,000 labeled for fire- 
proofing projects.

The conference was arranged 
after Eisenhower decided yester­ 
day to send Dulles and Stassen 
to Europe at the end of this month 
—within two weeks after the Pres­ 
ident-elect takes office next Tues­ 
day—for an on-the-spot survey of 
problems facing the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
They also will size up future re­ 
quirements for U. S. economic aid 
for Western Europe under the pro­ 
gram Stassen will head.

There are strong argum ents pro and con for 
the joint site which the Board of Education 
finally has selected for the proposed downtown 
Junior High School and the consolidated ele­ 
m entary school buildings.

W. Fourth and W. Eighth Sts. emphasize among 
other things the traffic hazard—as one board 
m em ber put it, schools between a ‘‘busy high­ 
way and a heavily-traveled railroad”—and the 
threat from flood waters.

He says it is the m o s t serious 
m orale problem that faces the new 
administration. 
What a rem arkable propaganda 
gift Mr. T rum an gives Moscow on 
a platter as he departs from office! 
The Communists have been sending 
leaflets and blaring from t h e i r 
loudspeakers at the front that the 
cause in Korea isn't worth fight­ 
ing for.

But the thing th a t’s impressive 
is the way the kings were shuffled 
around helter - skelter; 
they were 
run-of-mme individuals 
who 
be­ 
cam e rulers solely bv virtue of 
chance, or perhaps willingness to 
sacrifice themselves. Royal fam ­ 
ilies. divine right and dictatorship 
had not been discovered. Though 
they called the head m an a king 
and gave him absolute power un­ 
der some circum stances, primitive 
people were addicted to popular 
sovereignty. 
Nearly everything we have learn­ 
ed to do in the nam e of freedom 
they did by instinct. They changed 
their rulers often enough to m ake 
certain there would be no despots. 
It was implicitly understood every 
time they held another inaugura­ 
tion that it would be followed in 
due course by another inaugura­ 
tion. a safeguard we have provided 
for ourselves only recently. 
“The Golden Bough” gave me a 
pleasant afternoon. Your aunt fig­ 
ured I had flipped my lid when I 
k°Dt chuckling through mouthfuls 
of Swiss steak.

Regain Seats . 


Senator Who Bolted 
GOF Loses Appeal To 
Keep Committee Post 


WASHINGTON 
— Sen. Morse 
(Ind-Ore) today held only a forlorn 
chance of regaining the two key 
Senate committee posts he lost by 
bolting the Republican ticket in the 
1952 presidential election. 
The Oregon senator was beaten, 
81 to 7, yesterday when he ap* 
pealed to the full Senate from the 
decision of the Conference of All 
COP Senators to bump him off the 
armed services group. After the 
vote, taken by an unprecedented 
written ballot, Morse gave up a 
fight to retain his old labor com­ 
mittee assignment. 
His only hope now is in a reso­ 
lution which he himself introduced 
to increase the size of the two 
committees by two members each, 
one spot to go to Morse and the 
other to a Republican. 
This resolution was shunted to 
the 
rules 
committee, 
where 
it 
could rest for the remainder of the 
session. A Morse supporter, Sen. 
Humphrey (D-Minn), wanted the 
Senate to instruct the committee 
to report back for a vote by to­ 
morrow, but his effort failed. 
Sen. Jenner (R-Ind), new rules 
chairman, told a newsman he had 
no plans to take up the resolution 
immediately and did not know 
what its fate would be. 
Sen. Taft (R-Ohio), the majority 
leader, said he would accept the 
Morse resolution because it would 
preserve the GOP margin of one 
vote on armed services and labor. 
But Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson 
(D-Tqx), the minority leader, told 
a reporter his side would never 
accept it since, in his view, the 
effect of the resolution would be 
to reduce the relative Democratic 
atrength on the two committees. 
Even if the rules committee 
should vote approval of Morses’s 
move, the Democrats could talk it 
to death on the Senate floor. 
Having disposed of Morse’s per­ 
sonal battle, the Senate adjourned 
until Friday. The House arranged 
to meet today to receive President 
Trum an’s annual economic mes­ 
sage, to be read by clerks. The 
Senate won’t get around to hearing 
the message, officially, until it 
meets again.

Va., and after 46 days of intensive dictation 
completed “Crusade in Europe ’ It was written with 
typical Eisenhower tact and humility. It made no on* 
mad. 
The book made Eisenhower wealthy for the first 
time. He was paid S635.000 for the rights and paid the 
government a capital gains tax of 1158.750. 
With the money, Ike and Mamie were able to buy 
a 160-acre farm near Gettysburg. Pa , the first home 
they ever owned. But they have yet to live on it. 
In the spring of 1948, Ike became president of Colum­ 
bia University. 
In the next year and a half, he began to speak out

WASHINGTON UP—If the 
new! 
attorney general. Herbert Brow- 
nell Jr., yells “Ouch" when he 
steps into office next week, it may 
be from the hot foot his prede­ 
cessor gave {lim. 
In fact the retiring attorney gen­ 
eral, Jam es P. McGranery. rn an 
interesting burst of energy, has 
set the whole Justice Department 
ablaze with a big and brand new 
batch of investigations and legal 
actions. 
For a man in his job only about 
eight 
months. 
McGranery 
may 
have established a record for get­ 
ting things started. But, since he 
won’t be around after next Tues­ 
day’s inauguration, it wnll be Brow­ 
nell’s job to finish what McGranery 
began. 
At least McGranery 
can 
al­ 
ways say, if only to himself, “Well, 
I guess I showed them.” His ac­ 
tivity had been contrary to t h e 
predictions of some congressional 
critics of the Truman administra­ 
tion. 
They expected, out loud, that Mc- 
Oranery would just rock along till 
election anyway. But he started 
off like a man who expected the 
Democrats to win the election. 
When they lost, he kept right on 
going, as if they had won. 
McGranery, who gave up a life­ 
time federal judgeship to take over 
the Justice Department last spring, 
began by accepting the resigna­ 
tions of some of the highest de­ 
partment officials. 
Then he went on to investiga­ 
tions, antitrust suits, indictments 
against some former top internal 
revenue officials and actions to de­ 
naturalize more than IOO under­ 
world aliens. 
The McGranery energy was a 
contrast to the regime of the man 
he followed, J. Howard McGrath, 


whom Truman fired last April. 
Under McGrath the Justice De­ 
partment had become a shooting 
gallery for Truman critics 
who 
wanted to know why t h e attorney 
general wasn’t a little busier look­ 
ing for corruption in government. 
McGrath called in a New York 
lawyer, Newbold Morris, as a spe­ 
cial investigator. 
Not the most tactful of men. 
Morris began his brief Washing­ 
ton career by announcing he w-ould 
investigate the Justice Department 
first. He followed this with an at­ 
tempt to make Justice Department 
lawyers reveal the sources of their 
income, outside their government 
salary. McGrath immediately fired 
him. That was when Truman fired 
McGrath and called in McGranery. 
McGranery took 
care of the 
problem of outside income, or at 
least tried. He put a flat ban on 
outside law practice by depart­ 
ment attorneys.
